BODY OF MURDERER BURIED 


Laid 
to

Near the 
Bungalow 


Where the Crime Was Committed. 


No Clergyman Present to Officiate 


at Services and the Lord’s Prayer 


Is Said at the Grave by Strangers. 


Widow Not at Funeral. 


St. Michaels, Md., June 28.—The 
theory that Edith May Woodill was 
lured to “Lame Bob” Eastman's lone­ 
ly bungalow without knowledge of 
where she was going and that she was 
drugged and detained there against 
her will, was advanced when a fur­ 
ther search of the chack which the 
superstitious folk of the neighborhood 
forevermore will shun as haunted, re­ 
vealed a small bottle which a hasty 
examination showed contained a mix­ 
ture of narcotic drugs. There were 
strong traces of morphine In the near­ 
ly empty phial. 
This discovery tends to bear out 
the theory which the people of the 
community who knew and loved the 
girl have long wanted to believe. 
They never have listened to the Idea 
that she was involved In a drunken 
orgie at the gungalow and have con­ 
tended that she lost her life in re­ 
pulsing the advances of the man who 
acknowledged his guilt by snuffing 
out his life when it seemed that the 
hands of the law were about to be 
laid upon him. 
The investigation led the authori­ 
ties still further away from the idea 
that anyone other than Eastman had 
a hand in the murder. 
It is inconceiv­ 
able that Eastman could have invited 
friends from New York or‘from any 
other place to visit his bungalow in 
the condition that it was. The place, 
only half completed, offered no accom 
modations for visitors whatsoever. 


Buried Near Scene of Crime. 
In a new-made grave, not fifty feet 
from the scene of the crime which led 
him to his death, Eastman’s body was 
laid away. 
No man of the church was 
there to offer a last word for the 
dead; no friend or relative came near 
The undertakers and their assistants. 
a little band of newspaper men and 
a few idle persons morbidly attracted 
to follow the strange funeral proces 
Bion, were the only persons at the 
grave. W ith bared heads they repeat­ 
ed the familiar words of the Lord’s 
prayer. 
Mrs. 
Eastman. 
stopping 
twelve miles away at Easton, ex­ 
pressed no desire to attend the fu­ 
neral. 
It. was 6:30 o'clock In the morning 
when the casket containing Eastman’s 
body was placed in the roughly fash­ 
ioned country hearse and the under­ 
takers and others in the funeral party 
started from St. Michaels on the 
seven-mile trip to the bungalow. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
early 
hour, 
there were many people abroad in the 
streets of St. Michaels and along the 
way to witness the passing of the 
strange 
cortege. Buggies, 
dragons 
and all manner of vehicles were in 
the funeral line. An hour’s drive 
through the fragrant pines and along 
the shores of the many tidal streams 
that indent the country, brought the 
party to w ithin sight of the unfinished 
bungalow, which stands now as a 
monument for the newly mounded 
grave almost within its shadows. No 
church or churchyard of the vicinity 
would open its doors or gates to the 
dead man. 
A w kw ard Scene at Grave. 
When the hearse had drawn up 
alongside the grave four men lifted 
the casket from the vehicle and placed 
it temporarily on two plank supports 
stretched across the grave, into which 
a pine box already had been lowered. 
The undertaker drew back the slid­ 
ing lid of the casket in order that all 
might see that it was Eastman wrho 
was being consigned to his last rest­ 
ing place; and closed it again. 
There was an awkward pause. 
The 
party about the grave fidgeted ner­ 
vously. 
At a 
nod 
the 
supporting 
boards were slipped away and grad­ 
ually the casket sank into the grave. 
The two grave diggers hestitated a 
moment and then stepped forward 
One of the undertakers looked around 
with a certain uneasiness of manner. 
“Gentlemen,” he said, “it seems to 
me that some one should say a little 
word of prayer. Won’t one of you.” 
His glance fell upon James Sutton, 
a merchant of Bonanza. 
“You are a church member, Mr. 
Sutton,” said the undertaker, “won’t 
you say it?” 
Sutton hesitated for a moment, 
then asking all to join with him, be­ 
gan to repeat the Lord> prayer with 


solemn earnestness. When the last 
words of the prayer were uttered, Sut­ 
ton stepped forward and filled his 
hand with the newly turned soil from 
beside the grave, thrice tossed the 
sandy loam upon the casket as he 
muttered "earth to earth, ashes to 
ashes, dust to dust.” 
Following the funeral there was an­ 
other thorough search of the bungalow 
and concealed beneath the floor was 
found the small drug bottle. 
The sheriff had seized all of E ast­ 
man’s meager household effects to 
satisfy an action for debt.

Mankato, Minn., June 28.—The body 
of H. J. Leadbeater, a farmer resid­ 
ing three miles from this city, who 
disappeared two months ago, was 
found buried in a potato patch. Frank 
Smith, a hired man, according to the 
authorities, has confessed, saying that 
Mrs. Leadbeater killed her husband 
with an axe, probably to put him out 
of the way that she might wed an­ 
other man. Smith, Mrs. Leadbeater, 
and Mrs. Charles Swandt, sister of 
the woman, are under arrest. The 
police are seeking Charles Swandt, 
who Smith says helped him bury the 
body after the murder. 
A mob of residents of the city and 
country about Ledbeater’stormer home 
surrounded the jail and two or three 
wild spirits howled for the life of 
Smith, charging him with shattering 
a home. 
So threatening did the demonstra­ 
tion become on the poi^i of the jail 
that Deputy Sheriff EllTClughertz, In 
charge of the office during the ab­ 
sence of Sheriff Donahue In Montana 
on a requisition case, swore la four 
extra deputies. They were posted at 
different points of vantage about the 
jail to withstand any attacks that 
might develop. 
The haranguers in the crowd left 
upon being threatened with arrest, 
taking some of their adherents with 
them. The entire city, however, is 
awake to possible disorder.

I when George Gurney called Mrs. Gur­ 
ney to hi3 room, saying that he was 
not feeling well. 
She offered a few 
words of sympathy, whereupon he

Gurney attempted to go to her aid 
and was shot down. 
Then the son 
killed himself. 
Ill-health and worry over the death 
of a daughter and his separation from 
his wife are supposed to have affect­ 
ed the slayer’s mind. 


Winona, 
Minn.,

28.—Right 
Rev. Joseph B. Cotter, aged sixty-five 
years, head of the Catholic diocese of 
Winona, Minn., which is comprised 
of the entire southern half of the 
state, died at his home here of a 
complication of heart trouble and 
Bright’s 
disease. 
In 
the 
early 
eighties he was for several years 
president of the Catholic Total Ab­ 
stinence Union of America. In 1887 
he was a temperance lecturer, visit­ 
ing practically every state east of the 
Mississippi river. As a result of his 
labors he secured about 60,000 pledges 
for total abstinence. 
Bishop Cotter was one of the lead­ 
ing Catholic workers in the North­ 
west and wa.3 a figure in the councils 
of the Roman Catholic church through- 
out the Union. Hundreds of priests 
will attend the funeral. 
His illness dates back several years. 
Early in April his ailment became so 
serious that it was deemed advisable 
to go to a sanitarium at Atlantic City, 
N. J., where he might inhale the sea 
breezes, but the change in climate 
rather aggravated his ailment and he 
was brought home a month ago, his 
case at that time being pronounced 
hopeless by eminent physicians.

ANOTHER GAMBLING BOMB

It is believed a dozen or 
more persons were injured.

exercises of Rhode Island State col­ 
lege held the other day, at which Dean 
D avenport and Governor Fothier of 
Rhode Island were, according to a 
Kingston (R. I.) dispatch, the principal 
speakers. 
Dean D avenport estim ated th at in 
another hundred years the population 
of the U nited States would be 1,400.- 
000,000, or more than 400 to the square 
mile of territory, and said: 
“Any way you can figure it we arc 
near the end of cheap food in this 
country, which means th at population 
is beginning to overtake the food sup­ 
ply. 
We can increase production yet 
m any fold by means of better methods, 
more intensive practice and the requi­ 
sition of yet undeveloped acres, but 
the best land has been developed, its 
fertility has been more or less de­ 
pleted, and some of it has already been 
abandoned, and, while I have no de­ 
sire to pose as a prophet and still less 
to dogmatize, I am ready to venture 
the opinion th a t we have seen the last 
of cheap w hite bread in this country.”

Tuesday and Wednesday of this week 
will be Y. M. C. A. day in Brainerd. 
Some thirty of Brainerd’s business and 
professional m et will give a portion or 
all of these days for the working for 
this institution for young men. 
The board has tried to conduct the 
work in such a manner that such an 
appeal would not be necessary, but has 
found it impossible to successfully fi­ 
nance it without, and the results of the 
two days work will decide whether the 
present efficiency shall be maintained 
or not. 
No canvass had been put on since the 
canvass in 1905, when the canvass was 
made to repair the building. 
Solicita­ 
tions have been made, but less than $300 
has been obtained during that period. 
The work, in the meantime, has been 
brought up to a high state of efficien­ 
cy, and the board now submits the sit­ 
uation to the public. 
The annual expenses of this Associa­ 
tion are from $1000 to $1200 lower 
than those of other Associations in cit­ 
ies of the same size, and with anything 


; I would say that the association is an 
organization having as its primary ob- 
1 ject, the leading of young men to a 
knowledge of the teachings of Christ 
j and to help them bring the standard of 
I their lives as near as possible to the 
standard of living set by Christ. 
To the educator who is anxious that 
the mind should be properly trained and 
developed, I would say that the asso­ 
ciation stands for the greatest and best 
degree of mental activity and develop­ 
ment attainable.

Personally I feel that we should first 
condemn no man for not being a mem­ 
ber of the association, and I hope the 
membership feels the same wray, 
It is 
not necessary for two men to be mem­ 
bers of the same association in order 
that one may influence the other. That 
is only one of the many ways to wield 
an influence. 
But it is not true that a 
man, who belongs to an organization

What the Young Hens Christian As­ 
sociation is 
I have been asked to write a few 
words giving my view of what the Y. 
M. C. A. is, what it stands for and 
what should be its position in the com- 
muity. 
It is not the purpose of this article to 
show by statistics and figures the his­ 
tory of the association in this city, just 
how well it has succeeded and where it 
has failed. It is the purpose of this 
article to make a few general reflec­ 
tions and remarks, to the reader, per­ 
taining to the association and its rela­ 
tion to the young men in any commu­ 
nity. 
What is the association and what 
dc es it stand for? 
To the man who is most concerned 
about the spiritual life of his fellowmen 


more responsibilty to do such extension 
work than one who has not agreed to 
do such work? 
Again I believe that the primary ob­ 
ject of a Y. M. C. A. should not be to 
secure alone, a big membership, un­ 
workable and passive, but to secure 
also a group of earnest men who are 
burning with love for their fellows, 
I who are in this world not doing their 
fellowmen, but doing for their fellow­ 
men, 
All the preceeding remarks crystalize 
into this throught: the most important 
work in any Christian organization is 
the personal Christian work of its mem­ 
bership. 
If Christ in the lives of men brings 
civilization, love, joy and hope—and I 
believe it does—is it not our duty and 
is not the responsibility ours to advance 
such work. 
If He be the king of our 
lives, it is perfectly logical and con­ 
sistent and reasonable that we shape 
our lives to His, and not let Him shape 
His to ours. 
I have written this as an appeal to 
every one who has the interest of this 
great organization at heart; you may 
not agree with everything I have said. 
Many things you may have wished to 
see changed in the Y. M, C. A. 
Perhaps some of the policies which 
have been followed during the past 
years you would not have used. 
Per­ 
haps some of you would liked to have 
seen some departments of the work 
more emphasized. 
At times some of 
you may have felt the load placed on 
your shoulders a real burden, but if the 
association advanced just a little closer 
during past years, to a better concep­ 
tion of the Christ—life in the hearts 
of men its work has not been in vain. 
Today your association is $2,500 in 
debt. 
This condition has come about 
practically through the fact that the 
people have failed to realize the situa­ 
tion, the value of the association and 
its needs during the past three years. 
Through the daily papers during the 
past week, and through this issue we 
have endeavored to show you that the 
association is not a self-supporting inst! 
tution; that no association is such but 
that every successful one receives each 
year, financial support from the citi 
zen of the city in which it is located. 
Tomorrow we expect to put forth an 
effort to raise $2,000 of this indebedness 
andjit is now up to the citizens of Brain­ 
erd to indicate, by their gifts, whether 
this work shall continue or not. 
To the man to whom we appeal and 
who figures in dollars and cents, I

NEWTYPEOFLIFEBOAT 


Power Craft That Refuses ti, 
Stay Upside Down. 


RIGHTS AND BAILS ITSELF-. 


Engine Stops When tho Vessel Is U p­ 
set— Shuttered Holes In Bottom Let 
the Water Out, but Permit None to 
Come In. 
j 
Those who saw the tests of O. R. 
Ingersoll's self righting and self bail­ 
ing power boat at Governors island, 
New York, the other afternoon almost 
were persuaded to believe being ship­ 
wrecked would be a pleasure. Though 
the craft is large enough to carry fifty 
persons, after it was turned keel up by 
means of a derrick on board the steam­ 
boat General Johnston, it righted itself 
in five seconds and bailed itself in 
twenty-seven seconds. 
Moreover, its 
gasoline engine stopped automatically 
when the boat was keel up. The test 
was made after the boat made a trip 
against the tide from Bayonne. Then 
It was sent darting around the island, 
displaying speed and ability to turn 
quickly. 
An army officer who saw the test 
■ald being in such a boot when it up­ 
set would be no more dangerous than 
taking a bath. 
There is no danger of 
the provisions and water casks being 
lost overboard when the boat turns 
over, for they are in water tight com­ 
partments. The twenty-five horsepow­ 
er motor Is in a wanter tight inclosure 
in the stern. The gasoline tank for the 
motor is in the bow. 
It will hold 
twenty-five gallons and a larger tank 
in the bottom of the boat seventy-five, 
the total being sufficient to keep the 
boat going for twenty-five hours. 
The craft is of steel, so there is no 
danger from fire. 
Between the deck 
and keel is a series of horizontal air 
^tight tubes in four water tight com- 
pfirtments, so that the boat might bo 
rammed and broken at any point with­ 
out seriously affecting its ability to 
keep afloat. 
There are eight holes 
through the bottom, each witu a pecul­ 
iarly constructed shutter, which per­ 
mits water which may be taken aboard 
to run out, but none to nm in. 
One of Hie features which make it 


available for life saving purposes is 
its weight. Tho builders of other boats 
who attempted to accomplish the same 
thing made them so heavy they could 
not be taken on board a ship. 
Inger- 
soll’s boat is 30 feet 7 inches long, 7 
feet 0 inches wide and 3 feet 8 inches 
deep. 
It weighs only 5,800 pounds. 
Small boats launched from a vessel In 
a storm are often smashed or sunk by 
overcrowding. 
It makes no difference 
how the Ingersoll boat is launched, be­ 
cause it rights itself anyway. It will 
sustain three times the weight of all 
the persons who could crowd into it 
and hang on the gunwales. 
Ingersoll's boats, built on the same 
model, have been used ty the quarter­ 
master’s departm ent of 2he army sev­ 
eral years. The new feature recently 
demonstrated was equipping one with 
power. There was no difficulty about 
putting a motor In this style of boat 
nor was it difficult to store the gaso­ 
line where it could not become ignited 
and explode. The problem was to have 
the engine stop automatically when 
the boat was overturned. If it did not 
stop and the passengers were thrown 
into the water the craft would leave 
them in its wake after it had righted 
itself. Moreover, the rapidly revolving 
propeller might cut persons struggling 
in the water to get on board after the 
upset 
The easiest way to overcome 
the difficulty was to let the water on to 
the engine, but that would put it out of 
commission until it could be cleaned 
and repaired. 
In the type tested the 
other day Ingersoll solved the problem. 
The test was conducted under the 
supervision of Major Richard Scho­ 
field of the quarterm aster’s depart­ 
ment, aided by Captain William H. 
Williams, marine expert. 
With him 
were Lieutenant Colonel A. Cronkhit 
an expert in the artillery corps, and 
Colonel I. W. Litten and Captain F. A 
Grant of the quarterm aster’s depart­ 
ment. 
They were pleased with the 
work of the boat and congratulated 
the inventor, who lives in Wilmington, 
Del.—New York Tress. 


REBS AND YANKS IN REUNION 


Men Who Fought One Another Meet 
to Talk Over Old Battles. 
Burlington, N. J., June 28.—Forty- 
six years ago the chief desire of the 
men of the Eighth Alabama regiment 
was the advancement of the Con­ 
federate cause without regard to the 
number of Yankees killed in the pro­ 
cess. 
Today, way up in what was 
then the enemy's country, they desire 
only to shake hands with as many of 
the Yanks as they can roach. 
The occasion is the reunion of the 
Ftirvivors of the famous ‘ Yahoos” of 
the Civil war, who werp Jcnqwn jffi 
dally aa the Twenty-third New Jer­ 
sey infantry, with the men against 
whom they fought at Salem Church, 
Va., on May 3, 1863. 
Among the 
Southerners who fought against the 
New Jerseyrr.cn in that famous action 
were the men of the Eighth Albania, 
commanded by Colonel Hilary A. Her­ 
bert. 
The leader of the Yahoos was Colo­ 
nel 
(afterward 
General) 
E. 
Burd 
Grubb. Today’s 
reunion 
is 
taking 
place at the beautiful home of Gen­ 
eral Grubb, Grassmere, at Edgewater 
Park, near here. 
In addition to the 
“Yahoos” and the Eighth Alabama, the 
men of another New Jersey regiment, 
commanded later by General Grubb, 
the equally famous "Game Chickens,” 
are present. 
Heretofore the Grubb reunions have 
been held on May 3, the anniversary 
of the fight at Salem Church, but so­ 
licitude for the health of his old fol­ 
lowers and the Southern veterai 
caused General Grubb to postpone th 
meeting this year until now. 


LOG OF JOHN PAUL JONES. 


Record of the Ranger Found Among a 
New Hampshire Lawyer’s Relios. 
Quite by accident, according to a 
Boston dispatch, there was recently 
discovered among relics left by the 
late Erastus Perry Jewel, a Laconia 
(N. II.) lawyer, scholar and collector, 
the log of John Paul Jones* first ship, 
the Ranger.

Will Receive Attention of the 
Senate This Week.

Certain Schedules Mutt Be Considered 
in Connection With the Tariff Bill. 


Southern 
Senators W ill 
Make a 


Fight in Favor of Free Cotton Bag­ 


ging and Cotton Ties to Satisfy the 


Farmers of the South. 


W ashington, June 2S.—The corpora­ 
tion tax question will receive the at­ 
tention of the senate during the pres­ 
ent week. Just when the subject will 
be taken up no one can say definitely, 
for that point must depend upon the 
time to be devoted to the considera­ 
tion of tho few schedules yet to be 
considered in connection with the 
tariff. The number of these is so 
limited that the friends of the bill are 
extremely optimistic of disposing of 
them in short order. They, however, 
embrace the question of cotton ties, 
cotton bagging and binding twine, 
and there are possibilities for much 
discussion 
in 
connection 
with 
all 
these items. The Southern senators 
will make a determined, though prob­ 
ably a losing, fight in favor of free 
bagging and ties, contending that if 
binding twine is to go on the un­ 
tilla b le list to satisfy the farmers of 
the 
Northwest, 
the 
other 
articles 
should be given the same treatm ent 
to gratify the fanners of the South. 
Much attention has been given to this 
subject by the Southern men, but 
with high tem perature prevailing and 
the general debate lengthening it is 
possible that they may consent to cur­ 
tail the discussion. 


Other Articlee Require Attention. 
Other articles still requiring atten­ 
tion are cotton and cotton waste, 
arsenic, clay, asphaltum and feldspar. 
There will also be a further effort to 
amend the provisions relating to steel 
rails and structural steel. 
W ith these items disposed of, the 
senate will enter Immediately upon 
the consideration of the corporation 
tax question, which will come up lo 
connection 
with 
the 
income 
tax 
amendment previously offered by Sen­ 
ator 
Bailey. 
Many 
speeches 
are 
promised on these two subjects and 
they will be jointly considered. The 
corporation tax provision of President 
Taft will be presented as a substitute 
for the Bailey amendment and the 
fight will turn largely upon the com­ 
parative merits of the two provisions. 
The supporters of the administration 
are very confident of success. They 
have made a thorough canvass of the 
Republican side of the senate and 
say that but eight votes for the cor­ 
poration provision will be lost from 
among Republican senators. The Dem­ 
ocrats will generally vote for the in­ 
come tax, but with that out of the 
way many of them will give their ad­ 
herence to the pro\ision for levying 
tribute upon the corporations. 
Esti­ 
m ates of the time required for the dis­ 
position of this question vary all the 
way from one week to two weeks. 
After the corporation tax will come 
the administrative features of the 
bill, the maximum and minimum rate 
and drawback provisions and other 
related questions, all of which will 
require 
discussion. 
Only 
extremely 
hot weather can force action on the 
bill within less than three weeks time. 
The house has nothing before it, 
and probably will adjourn from Mon­ 
day to Thursday and 
again from 
Thursday to Monday without attempt 
ing any legislation. 


INLY ONE MAIL CAR MOVING 


Tie-Up of Street Cars In Pittsburg Is 
Complete. 
Pittsburg, June 28.—Greater Pitts­ 
burg walked all day amidst interm it­ 
tent thunder showers and a torrid 
sun. Only one street car, carrying 
the United States mails, has moved in 
the city or suburbs. 
Persons living 
In outer Allegheny county used the 
Nastily provided trains of the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad and the Balitimore and 
Ohio. 
On these trains the travel was 
extraordinarily light, so much so that 
at noon the railways took off the 5- 
mlnuto schedules and substituted hour­ 
ly service. 
Downtown Pittsburg was 
deserted for the entire day except at 
the headquarters of tho Amalgamated 
Association of Street and Electric 
gailway employes ^nd the offices of 
the Pittsburg Railways company. At 
union headquarters the strikers con­ 
gregated early. Tho men declared for 
a long strike. 
At the offloes of the Pittsburg Rail­ 
ways company the executive officers 
consulted 
all 
day, 
planning 
their 
campaign to break the strike and to 
quickly settle the traction tie-up prob­ 
lem. The entire day was marked with 
but one clash between union men and 
would-be strike-breakers. Two negroes 
applied to the superintendent at the 
Homewood car barn for situations and 
were set upon by alleged union sym­ 
pathizers and chased from the dis­ 
trict. 
The police were notified, but 
no arrests were made. 
Conveyances were early placed at 
a premium by enterprising wagon 
and cab owners. The taxicabs of the 
city did a stupendous business and 
were allowed to break speed limits in 
their efforts to handle the traffic. 
At many of the churches morning 
and afternoon sermons were dispensed 
with. 


AIRSHIP 
S HED 
DESTROYED 


Wellman Expedition May Be Unable 
to Start Northward This Year. 
Tromsoe, June 
28.—The steam er 
Arctic of W alter Wellman’s North 
Pole expedition returned here from 
Spitzbergen with her flags at half- 
mast, bringing the news that Knud 
Johnson, one of the two men who re­ 
mained at the Wellman camp this win­ 
ter. had perished in the pack ice and 
that the airship shed had been de­ 
stroyed by a heavy storm. 
On May 19 Johnson went with his 
fellow watchman, Paul EJoervig, on 
a hunting expedition over the pack 
Ice. The ice was moving and Johnson 
fell through a crevasse Into the sea. 
Bjoervig held out a long stick for 
Johnson to grasp, but he was uncon­ 
scious. 
Bjeorvig then ran back to 
the camp and secured a rope, but 
when he returned to the crevasse, 
Johnson’s body had disappeared. 
A strong gale from the southwest 
sprang up on Christmas day and last­ 
ed for eight days. 
Bjoervig, who has 
spent many winters in Spitzbergen, 
says he has never seen such a fierce 
storm as this one. It reached its 
climax on the night of Dec. 26, when 
it entirely destroyed the airship shed. 
Mr. Wellman and Chief Engineer 
Vaniman say that the destruction of 
the airship house means a delay of 
four or five weeks, and they are un­ 
certain whether it will be practicable 
to finish the new hall in time to make 
the voyage northward this summer.
